"Abnormally  light  demand  for  cotton  features  virtually  all  New 
England  consuming  centers  this  week.      Though  othor  markets  are 
not  as  flat  as  New  Bedford,  v/hore  tho  strike  tie-up  is  still  very 
general,  tho  volume  of  demand  has  boen  unusually  light  for  this 
season  of  the  year  and  trading  is  very  limitod  despite  a  multitude 
of  offerings  and  unusually  attractive  basis. 

"Some  intorost  in  Egyptian  uppers  in  tho  Providence  market 
developed  into  limitod  trading  around  27  cents  to  21-l/Z  cents 
for  medium  grade,  and  more  cotton  was  offered  at  the  close  of  tho 
week  on  that  basis.

"Although  excessive  dampnoss  has  continued  thore  has  boon  so  far  no 
apparent  damage  to  tho  crop,  but  if  tho  plant  is  being  slowly  undermined 
results  will  net  be  slow  to  appear.

"Hesitation  pending  the  receipt  of  the  government  cotton  crop 
roport  published  today  served  as  a  damp or  on  activo  trading  in  raw 
cotton  throughout  the  various  New  England  consuming  centers  during 
tho  past  week,  oven  though  the  demand  for  cloth  and  yarn  is  said 
to  bo  somewhat  improvod  and  mills  in  centers  elsewhere  than  Nov/ 
Bodford  are  reported  to  be  steadily  taking  small  lot  orders  for 
cotton  goods,  deliverable  this  fall. 

"In  tho  cotton  trado  in  this  section,  tho  report  is  not  far  from 
what  had  boon  expjcted,  and  there  is  a  disposition  to  regard  it  as 
conservative  in  estimating  tho  yield.      For  this  reason  cotton 
consumers  have  not  boon  in  a  hurry  to  place  commitments  beyond  their 
current  noods,  and  thoro  has  boon  littlo  or  no  pressing  demand.

The  sharp  drop  in  prices 
due  to  the  slump  in  cotton  futures  playod  a  large  part  in  the 
dealing  of  the  week,  as  many  manufacturers  who  had  been  running  on 
very  slim  reserve  stocks  of  cotton,  jumped  in  to  tako  advantage  of 
the  cheaper  offorings  and  bought  enough  to  cover  their  needs  for 
several  weeks  to  come.

Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  Alexandria,  August  30th:- 
"Crop  advicos  from  our  up-country  agencios  report  that  tho  plant  is 
maturing  normally.      Humidity,  although  somewhat  loss  thoso  last  fsw 
days,  is  still  too  high,  and  somo  morning  fogs  are  roportod;  tho  damage, 
however,  is  not  serious. 

Boll  worm  is  incroasing,  but  tho  percentage  of  bolls  attacked  is  still 
below  that  of  last  year  at  tho  same  date;  it  varies  between  15  per  cent, 
and  25  per  cont .  according  to  district. 

Picking  is  in  full  swing  in  Uppor  Egypt,  and  arrivals  noxt  wook  should 
show  a  considorablo  increase. 

Tomporaturo  is  slightly  above  normal." 

G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  August  30th:- 
"The  unfavourable  foaturos  persovorod  again,  but  since  two  days  tho 
weather  conditions  have  improved  very  considerably,  and  it  is  to  be  seen 
whether  this  will  provo  to  bo  a  break  for  tho  bettor.      A  characteristic 
phenomenon  is  tho  extremely  slow  maturity  of  tho  bolls,  which  is  reminiscent 
of  tho  1926  season,  when  Egypt  produced  its  rocord  crop.      PiEking,  in 
consoquenco,  is  boing  retarded,  and  with  rogard  to  tho  Dolta  in  particular 
it  will  bocomo  general  by  at  least  a  wook  lator  than  as  comparod  with  last 
yoar . 

"Somo  deterioration,  not  of  any  magnitude,  however,  is  still  boing 
roportod  from  certain  sections,  and  in  isolated  spots  boll  shedding  has 
taken  place.      Tho  boll  worm  omorgenco  has  also  increased  somewhat. 

"Yield  results  in  Upper  Egypt  are  ominently  satisfactory  v/ith  regard 
to  quantity.      In  well-f avourod  localities  rocord  yields  aro  expected. 
Tho  ginning  out-turn  is  also  2  to  3  por  cent,  so  far  higher  than  last  year. 
Wo  hoar,  however,  of  somo  serious  complaints  as  to  tho  quality  of  tho  crop, 
and  tho  grado  is  reported  not  to  bo  as  high  as  oxpocted."

"Trading  in  extra  staple  cotton  has  become  more  active  during  th® 
past  woek  in  this  and  in  other  Now  England  consuming  centers  due  to 
the  fact  that  staple  cotton  of  medium  length  has  been  available 
at  the  lowest  basis  in  several  years.      Cotton  manufacturers, 
realizing  that  the  situation  is  abnormal,  have  been  buying  cotton 
on  general  principles,  rogardless  of  their  present  need  for  it. 
They  have  not  boon  buying  heavily,  however,  for  fear  of  running 
the  basis  up,  but  dealing  in  one  and  two  hundred  bale  lots  has  been 
quite  general  and  seems  likely  to  continue  so  long  as  the  basis 
remains  so  obviously  cheap.
